If 
the speaker’s memory extends back so far as 1854, he 
will recollect that certain duties at that time devolved 
both on Prussia and Austria as great European 
Powers, and that those duties were ignored in 


many, overborne by the force of France and her

| tinople to Russia, and makes Europe half French, half 


Cossack? We answer that the time to have effectu- 
ally extinguished this danger was in 1854. The 
time-serving and self-seeking of Germany allowed it 
to escape, and she has only her own governments to 
blame for the danger she finds or thinks herself in 
now. As for England, much as she would 
dislike the extension of the Russian Empire 
southward, she would not undertake a great 
war every five years to avert it. As to 
Europe becoming Cossack, it is a mere impossibility 
The fact is, the Cossacks are rapidly becoming Euro- 
pean. No country in Europe is making such giant 
strides in civilization as Russia, and had she but a 
sufficient outlet for her produce, the development 
that her vast industrial power would forthwith re- 
ceive would speedily make her what England is now, 
one of the mainstays of European peace. That the 
time will come when Russia will have a Mediterra- 
nean seaboard may be regarded as certain. That 
that consummation, however desirable, should be 
accelerated at the cost of disturbances and intrigues 
and invasions, is most earnestly to be deprecated ; 
but there are limits to the cost at which it should 
be repelled, and an adult civilization in the West is 
not to be worn out in fruitless efforts to check the 
development of a growing one in the East. 


Few predicaments are more distasteful to a man of 
honour than that of finding himself to have been un- 
wittingly guilty of slander, There is no retreat 
from it tolerable either to the looker on or to the 
unfortunate culprit himself but an ample apology, 
and a thorough explanation of the circumstances out 
of which the mistake originated. That the slander 
is levelled not at an individual, but at a group of in- 
dividuals composing a Government, makes really no 
difference in the matter; except that there are occa- 
sions on which the latter species of false witness may 
be the more mischievous and reprehensible of the 
two. The tolerance that is commonly extended 
to political libels is founded merely on this, 
that they are generally errors rather than deliberate 
misstatements, and that those who advance 
them are persons who are obliged, from their 
position, to speak froma partial knowledge of the 
case. If editors of newspapers and platform politi- 
ciaans, or private members of Parliament are excused 
for the misrepresentations of public men into which 
they occasionally fall, it is not at all because the cha- 
racters of public men are considered fair game, but 
because it often happens that their acts must either 
be discussed on imperfect data or not discussed at all. 
But what are we to say of Sir James Graham, who 
having occupied various high offices of state, and 
having brought in Mutiny Bills and knowing all 
about the billetting system and the Parliamentary 
Commission that recommended the publicans’ allow- 
ance to be raised from 1d. to 4d. or 6d. a day, and 
having been informed by General Peel's statement in 
the House, on the 7th of February, that the Govern- 
ment intended to raise the allowance to 4d., and 
being aware, finally, that on the 7th of March, the 
Dissolution being not yet thought of, the House of 
Commons had voted the extra sum required for the 
increased allowance ; what, we ask, are we to think

insure the abandonment of Milan. We may ex- 
pect, therefore, either that the territory of these States 
will be crossed on some pretext, or that disturbances 
will be fomented to produce an imitation of the Tuscan 
revolt. The French can afford to allow the neutrality 
of the Papal States, for the Po in its lower course is 
almost impassable against an enemy ; but the 
beginning of the campaign will probably coincide 
with some political movements which will give the 
French a more extended line of operations than the 
course of the Ticino. The Austrians seem to expect 
an attack on their left, for the latest intelligence repre- 
sents them as hard at work in the neighbourhood of 
Stradella, on the right bank of the Po, alittle below the 
confluence of the Ticino. In this direction the first blow 
will probably be struck.‘ 

The only matter of importance which has taken place 
in Italy within the last few days is the neglect of a 
British post-captain to salute the flag of the Revolution- 
ary Government of Tuscany when he repaired to Leg- 
horn for the protection of British subjects. A party in 
this country will, no doubt, be disposed to make a 
great grievance of this “ philo-Austrian” conduct, 
more particularly as it was approved, if not directed, by 
the Government. For our own part, we believe the 
course taken by Lord Malmesbury to be consistent 
with the law of nations, and, in fact, the only one open 
to a Government with a just regard to its own 
dignity and the rights of its neighbours. The 
Government of Queen Victoria has diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Grand Ducal Government, and a Min- 
ister is actually accredited to the Court of Florence. 
That Government has been overthrown by a military 
revolution, instigated beyond a doubt by foreign agency; 
the Sovereign and his family have been obliged to quit 
the country, and an anomalous double Goverdment has 
been established, the civil administration being con- 
ducted by certain parties in Florence, while the of 
Sardinia—a belligerent in the present war—has en | 
on himself the military command of the Duchy, and 
in its army with his own. In such a 
case we would ask,—Where is the Government with 
which we hold relations? Is it in Vienna, whither 
the Grand Duke has retired, or is it in Victor 
Emmanuel’s camp, or is it in Florence?

CORONER’S INQUESTS. 

_ Dr. White, City Coroner, held an inquest yesterday at 
5, Bedford-street, on the body of a little girl named 
Elizabeth Coyne, aged twelve years, who died suddenly 

previous. From the evidence of the child’s 
mother it i pm she complained a few minutes before 
her jdeath of a pain about the chest, was put to bed 
and almost immediately expired. The medical gentle- 
man who examined the body stated death resulted from 
the rupture of a blood vessel in the chest. Verdict 
accordingly. 

Another inquest was held yesterday at 10, Faucet’s- 
lane, Phibsborongh, on the body of a man named John 
Roe, aged forty-five, who died on the previous evening 
from the effects of a bite which he received from a horse 
on the thumb. Mr. Martley, resident pupil of the hos- 
pital, stated that deceased came to the hospital on the 
10th of May last, and had his thumb dressed, which was 
very much lacerated by the bite. He left the hospital, 
but subsequently returned when symptoms of tetanus 
were manifes He was then received into the hospi- 
tal, where he died on Monday evening. 

The jury found that deceased’s death resulted from 
thraumatic tetanus arising from the bite of a horse.
